A Socialist Tribute 


The Socialist member. of Parlia- 
ment, Will Crooks, in a recent address 
paid a notable tribute to’ King Fd- 
ward, ‘who then lay dying. He de- 
clared that one of the King’s greatest 
characteristics: was his care for: the 
common. people. 

“He always makes the poor man 
feel as comfortable as possible,” Mr, 
Crooks declared. “He is above the 
Tory, above the Liberal and above 
the Socialist. He is the father-of us 
all, who smiles benignly upon us 
and loves to see us all go fighting 
in our own way. I hope and pray 
from the bottom of my heart that he 
will be spared,” 


Prince of Japan 


Prince Tokugawa, brother of the 
Emperor of Japan, when informed. of 
the death of King Edward, said: 

“The death of His Majesty is a 
great loss to the world. ‘io me the 
Hews comes as a shock. I had looked 
forward to meeting him during my 
forthcoming visit to England. It. is 
a great disappointment and sorrow 
to. me.” 

Baron Uchida, Japanese ambassacor 
to the United States, declared that 
King. Edward was “the — foremost 
friend of the world’s peace.” ‘The 
baron added: “His death is a great 
loss not only to England, the United 
States and Japan, but the whole 
world.” 


Was Friend af Art 


Sarah Bernhardt said: “In France 
all mourn for the dead King, and 
none more than I.’ He was a-friend 
of art and of the stage. Simple and 
devoid of pose. Often he had chatted 
with me here in this very theatre. 
Only two years ago he almost died 
of laughing at ‘Les Bouffons,’ the 
play in which [am te appear. to- 

night. He had good taste. «He 
loved both comedy and drama—and 
now he is gone.” 


Jewish People Mourn 


David Wolffsohn, chairman of the 
International Zionist Committee, tele- 
graphed this*message to King George 
on behalf of his co-religionists: 

“It is with the deepest regret that 
I learn of the passing away of King 
Idward. In the name of the great- 
est. representative organization — of 
Jewish people, I beg to offer our sin- 
cere sympathy and) condolence. 

“Tha Jewish people never will for- 
get that it was under the beneficent 
reign of your illustrious father that 
the offer of territory for an autono- 
mous colony under British. protection 
was made as —an act of> recognition 
that will ever be gratefully enshrined 
in the annals of our history.” 


Theodore Roosevelt 


“The British people mourn the loss 
of a wise ruler, whose sole thought 
was for their welfare and for the 
good of mankind, and the citizens of 
other nations can join.with them in 
mourning for a man who showed 
throughout his term of kingship that 
his voice was always raised for jus- 
tice and peace among the nations. 
King Edward won a place in history 
as a peacemaker. If for no’ other 
quality he has done high and honor- 
able service in advancing good feel- 
ing among the nations of the world 
He was a statesman of rare ability, 
and the people of other ‘nations .be-

LINED ROUTE OF FUNERAL

Casket Containing Royal Remains was Carried on a 
Gun Carriage and was Followed by Nine Kings and 
Representatives of Every Government. 


Tondon, May 20—The royal ‘fun- 
eral cortege started from Westminster 
Hall at 9.50 o’clock this morning ac- 
companied by the booming of minute 
guns. 

Multitudes in the Streets 

The body of King Edward VIT. was 
carried through the streets of the capi- 
tal today in the presence of many hun- 
dred thousands of his subjects and 
with the Kings of nine nations, several 
future rulers, members of all the 
royal families of the world and a for- 
mer President of the United States 
fallowing the casket from Westmin- 
ster Hall to Paddington Station. 


Soldiers Line Streets 

The cortege moved through solid 
lines of red-coated soldiers standing 
with rifles reversed and the regimental 
colors dipped to the ground. 

At the railway station tthe casket 
was placed in a funcral car and taken 
to Windsor, where after the Church 
of Mneland services had lbeen conduct- 
ed by the Archbishop of Canterbury 
in St. George’s Chapel it was entomb- 
ed in ‘the Albert Memorial (Chapel ad- 
joining. ; , 

A Wonderful Procession 

No such processional spectacle had 
be itnessed in London since Queen 
Victoria's Jubilee. The parade includ- 
ed many of ‘the greatest men of the 
Kingdom with representatives of all 
arms of the service and delegations 
from the most famous regiments of 
the Empire and representative groups 
of foreign armies and navies. 

Order of March 

The procession was ordered as fol- 
lows: A general staff officer, terri- 
torial detachments, the Colonial corps, 
the Honorable Artillery Company, In- 
dian army detachments, infantry of 
line, the Foot Guards, Royal Artillery 
detachments, cavalry of the line, the 
Household Cavalry, Royal Navy de- 
tachments, Royal Marine detachments, 
foreign military attaches, a field mar- 
shal with members of the army coun- 
cil, bands, officers, escort to gun car- 
we, casket bearer party, the Royal 
standard, Royal mourners mounted, 
Royal mourners in carriages, and for- 
cign army deputations. 


Charger and Terrier 
Behind the casket upon which rest- 
ed the Imperial symbols followed the 
late King’s charger while ‘his ifavorite 
terrier was led by a Highland soldier 
just before the Imperial ensign. 


Princes and Statesmen 

King George rode alone, and fol- 
lowing him were the most remarkable 
array of foreign Princes ever assem- 
bled together, They passed in this or- 
der: Duke of Connaught, ‘the German 
Emperor, Prince Arthur of Connaught, 
the King of Greece, the King of Den- 
mark, the King of Spain, the King of 
Norway, the King of Portugal, the 
King of the Belgians, Prince Henry 
of Prussia, Archduke Ferdinand, rep- 
resenting the Emperor of Austria- 
Eiungary, M. Pichon, the French Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs; Gen. Dalstein, 
‘Admiral Marquis and M. '!Mollard, rep- 
resentatives of France; ‘the Grand 
Duke Michael, representing the Czar; 
Theodore Roosevelt, representing the 
United States;the Duke of Aosta, rep- 
resenting Italy; Prince Henry of the 
Netherlands, representing ‘Holland; 
Prince Fushini, representing Japan; 
Youssouf Izedin Effendi, representing 
Turkey; Prince Mohammed Ali, a 
brother of the Khedive of Egypt, rep- 
resenting Egypt; Crown Prince Fer- 
dinand of Roumania, the Crown Prince 
of Montenegro, the Crown Prince of 
Servia, Prince Charles of Sweden, and 
the Sultan of Zanzibar. 


Royal Ladies in Carriages 

Amniong the Royal ladies in carriages 
were Queen Mary, the Queen-Mother, 
Empress. ‘Marie Feodorovana, 
Queen of Norway, the Princess Royal, 
“rincess Victoria, the Duchess of 
Saxe-Cobourg and Gotha, the Crown 
Princess of Roumania, the Dowager 
Queen of Holland, the Queen ‘Dowa- 
ger of Portugal, the Crown Princess 
pi Montenegro, and the Duchess of 
Aost?, 
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Two Republics Represented. 

Just before the: Imperial Ensign 
were King George, ‘Emperor William 
and several other members of royalty 
in the uniforms of British generals, 
Representatives of the two great re- 
publics, France and the United States, 
were given a position at the rear of 
all the royalties and the princes of the 
Iuropean states. ‘Their carriages fol- 
lowed the carriages in which were the 
royal ladies and they were the last 
in the line of the representatives of 
foreign governments, 


Minute Guns Boomed. 

The ‘booming of minute guns and 
the tolling of bells accompanied the 
movement of the ‘procession, while the 
bands played the dead march from 
“Sant” and Chopin’s “Funeral March.” 

The morning was clear and a hot 
sun beat down upon the great mass 
of humanity that lined the route of 
the procession. 


Crowds Were Terrible. 

Tt is doubtful) if so many. people 
were ever before seen in London. At 
the Mall, St. James and Hyde Park 
the throng almost overwhelmed the 
procession. The police and soldiers 
had to fight to prevent the lines be- 
ing swept away by the crush. There 
were many broken limbs and other in- 
juries received. Hundreds of persons 
fainted, especially among the women, 
who had been standing on the pave- 
ment for hours before the procession 
left Westminster Hall, 


_. The Kaiser's Kind Act. 

King George, the Queen Mother 
Alexandra and the Princess Victorin 
entered Westminster Hall before the 
procession and spent some minutes 
before the casket. Emperor William 
who was at the entrance as they ap- 
peared, dismounted, and waving the 
lackeys aside opened the door of the 
Queen Mothers’ carriage, helped her 
out and then kissed her upon the 
cheek. . 

.. Casket on Gun Carriage. “ 

The procession started from. the 
hall at 9.50 o'clock just as the first 
minute puna boomed. The precedent 
afforded by the funeral of Queen Vie- 
toria, nine years ago, was closely fol- 
lowed. Lhe oaken casket with the 
Crown and cushion. and the gegalia 
and insignia of the Order of the Gar- 
ter thereon was borne on a gun car- 
Tiage the same as was used at the 
funeral of the late Queen. 

The procession: proceeded through 
-arliament street and Whitehall. _ 

The public buildings were heavi'y 
draped with black and purple through- 
out the route. j 


Route of the Procession. 
Leaving the district of officialdom 
the cortege passed through the Horse 
Guards’ parade and thence along the 
Mall. The embassies and private re- 
sidences on Carlton House Terrace 
overlooking the Mall, were heavi!- 
draped with mourning, ‘Phe ¢errace 
was crowded with onlookers. Froi 
the Mall the procession passed Afat!- 
borough House, emerging into. St. 
James street, proceeding to Picad'lly 
and along that thoroughfare to Hide 
Park Corner, where it entered ‘the 
park and passed ‘along the popular 

drive to the Marble Arch,” 


Purple Draped Train 

From Paddington Station a purple- 
draped train conveyed the casket and 
the royal mourners to Windsor. ‘hwo 
other special trains followed with the 
others. 

St. George’s Chapel, Windsor, as 
where the last solemn services were 
held ‘before the mortal remains of Ed- 
ward VII. were, committed to the 
vault in the Albert Memorial ‘Chapel. 
In the former his Jate majesty was 
christened and married; in the Jatter 
he ‘took part in the last mournful rites 
for his father and mother. 


The service was conducted by the 
Archbishop. of Canterbury, the Arch- 
‘bishop of York, the Bishop of Oxford 
and the Dean of Windsor. 

As the committal portion of the fu- 
neral service was reached the bier.

‘A. EE. Boyle, western corerspondent 
for the Toronto Globe, writes as fol- 
lows: “The death of His Majesty 
King Edward VII. seems to shave af- 
fected the whole west to a degree that. 
has not ‘been known in many years. 
This portion of his great dominions 
is one of the most distant, as well as 
one of the newest, but it takes second 
place to none in paying tribute to th 
worth of the Sovereign who has just 
passed away. His: personality was 
strong enough to be a factor in ‘arous- 
ing the instinct of loyalty to the ful- 
lest degree. For the blessings of 
peace and progress which have acom- 
panied ‘his reign there is the deepest 
gratitude and> thanksgiving. Visitors 
to western Canada, especially those 
who come from Great Brtain,: have 
been struck with the enthusiasm and: 
demonstrativeness shown in all refer 
ences to His Majesty the King, and 
they have also realized that these out- 
ward manifestations accurately reflect 
the popular feeling. Edward the VU1., 
in his character as the peacemaker,. 
has appealed to the imagination, and 
his subjects in New Canada have ever 
been proud of his achievements in 
statesman ship, They feet tuat tie em- 
pire over which he reigned with ‘such: 
tact and dignity has suffered a heavy 
blow by his going, and they are unani- 
mous in their concurrence with ‘his 
opinion to the effect that he had dons: 
his duty, 
4, Gtief Throughout the West | 
The attitude of the Wininpeg people, 
loyal and respectful, is. the same as 
that: shown by? the ‘public generally in 
this ‘portion of ‘the Dominion. Des- 
patches from all sections of the‘ four 
western provinces tell one story of 
undisguised grief at the loss of a great 
ruler. The whole populaton was ap- 
parently seized with consternation: at 
the first publication of the report, and 
it has not yet fathomed the depth of:

From the farthest corners of the vast 
plains, from the mighty mountains, 
and from the newer principality which 
is being built up on the shores of the 
Pacific comes a wave of regret and 
lamentation because King Edward has 
gone to a bourne beyond the mortal 


sphere. 
All Races Affected 

It is not to be suggested that the 
sentiment or Canadians jliving west 
of the great lakes towards the Throne 
in particular and the Empire in gen- 
eral is in any sense different from 
th: public opinion which is now man- 
ifesting itself in other parts of the 
country or in the British dominions 
generally. The significant feature in 
the outburst of public grief in west- 
ern Canada lies, however, in the fact 
that a cosmopolitan population 
mourns.’ It has learned to revere the 
man who represented authority in 
every part of the Empire, partly ‘be- 
catse he represented authority, «but 
chiefly because he was a man in the 
best sense of the word. The mention 
of King Edward VII.'s name owas 
sufficient to bring out zn appreciation 
from anyone who had followed: ins 
career, and even the newcomers s001r 
understood, if they did not actually 
absorb the sentiment. In no part of 
the King’s dominions, with the pos- 
sible exception of London, is there so: , 
great a mixture of people as may tbe 
found in the four provinces of — tire:

For the an 
swer it 1s only necessary to refer to 
the comments which are appearing 
today in the daily papers in at least 
fificen cities in the west. These papers 
unite in a chorus of praise for King 
Edward, and draw attention to. the 
benefits which the Empire thas derived 
from’ the example of his persouality..

same strain, paying tribute to the 
Peacemaker, All of these reflect the: 
sentiment of the country at large, and’: ;
